Ed Compton and Charles 
Hayes III have been re-elected 
to serve as Elba’s representa- 
tives on the Board of Trustees 
for Alabama Electric Coopera- 
tive, the wholesale power 
supplier for the city of Elba. 

Compton is the Superin- 
tendant of the city’s Water and 
Electric System. He was elect- 
ed to the Board of Trustees in 
1973. Hayes was elected to 
the Board in 1975 andis 
a member of the Nominating 
Committee. 

Alabama Electric Coopera- 
tive (AEC) is a non-profit gen- 
eration and transmission 
cooperative which provides the 
city of Elba with wholesale 
electricty. AEC also either 
provides the electrical power 
or acts as a power supplier 
for three cities, 14 distribution 
cooperatives and two industries 


in South Alabama and North 


Florida. 


The cooperative is con- 
trolled by the Board of Trus- 
tees which is made up of two 
representatives from each of 
the member systems. Compton 
and Hayes are Elba’s represen- 
tatives on the Board, 

AEC Board officers for the 
upcoming year are Tommy 
Stother, president from Brun- 
didge; John Hill, vice-president 
from Covington Electric 
Cooperative; and Roy Jeffcoat, 
secretary-treasurer from Mi- 
colas Mills in Opp. 

Compton and Hayes were 
re-elected to the Board at the 
Cooperative’s annual meeting 
held on May 27, 1977 at the 
headquarters in Andalusia, Al. 
Committee election and officer 
election were held at mon- 
thly board meeting which fol- 
lowed the annual meeting. 


Elba City Council Re-Appoints 


Two Board Members 


The first meeting of ib 
month for the Elba City coun- 
cil was relatively quiet and 
was over much earlier than 
some previous meetings. All 
members were present and 
voling even though there were 
only four actual votes taken 
during the evening. 

The council reappointed 
Doug Martin to the school board 
for a full five year term and 
Lt. Wade to another full term 
on the Planning and Zoning 
Board. The vote was unani- 
mous on both these appoint- 
ments. 

The only other two votes 
were to grant a pay raise to 
bookkeeper, Murry Hard- 
wick, and to approve the bills 
for payment. Hardwick is paid 
with CETA funds and therefore 
there is no direct drain on the 
city general 
monthly bills totaled $14,047.87 
and included several one time 
charges, according to City 
Clerk, Jack Prescott. 

The council heard a request 
from Mrs. Sue Bogan to place 
a mobile home in a R-1 zone. 
The council informed her that 
if there were any neighbors 
who objected, the proper place 
for her to go would be to the 
zoning board for re-zoning to 
B-2 and then to the Board of 
Appeals for permission to place 
the mobile home in the area. 
Mrs. Bogan requested a meeting 
with the zoning board and was 


told she would be notified when, 


the meeting was to be held’ 
The council heard a presen- 
tation by Mrs. Jean Kennett 
concerning hospital cost. She 
urged the councilmen to write 
representatives in Washington 
opposing the idea of placing a 
lid on rising hospital cost. 
Recreation Director, Bow 
Dunaway requested that the pro- 
fits from the softball tourna- 
ments be earmarked for paying 
Officials to umpire the regu- 
lar season ballgames for the 
remainder of the year. It was 
generally agreed that this would 
be done. Dunaway estimated 
the total from the three tour- 
haments would be $428. 
Parking meters have been 
reinstalled and the councilmen 
noted that the ordinance passed 
by previ councils included 
loading zones and instructed 
the police to continue this prac- 
tice. 
A short discussion about 
employees’ pay indicated that 
the council will be giving some 


fund. The’ 


pay raises about July 1, even 
though no amounts have been 
Set. During this discussion, 
Mayor Folsom asked where the 
councilmen expected the pay 
raise funds to come from, ‘‘We 
will either have to raise taxes 
or borrow money,’’ Folsom said. 

Looking at the city funds, 
Folsom also instructed Police 
Chief Johnston to keepall cases 
in city court, “except those 
that must go to county court 
by state status.”’ 

The council will vote on pay 
raises at the next meeting after 
seeing a projection of the cost 
of a recommended increase.

Shortage Of Operating Funds Stops Action In County And State 


Effective June 1, 1977, Chief 
Justice C.C. Torbert notified 
all Alabama court personnel 
that State funds would no longer 
be available to pay the sal- 
aries of Circuit Court judges, 

y Circuit Clerks, District jud- 
ges and court reporters, as 
well as jurors, witnesses, jury 
commissions. 

Trial courts were ordered 
to refrain from incurring any 
expenses or liability payable 
out of state funds such as 
cleriéal office supplies, forms, 
stationery and other printed 
court supplies, equipment, tra- 
vel and meals. All jury trials 
with the exception of essential 
criminal cases were ordered 
halted. 


.According to an AP press 
release last week, when the new 
court system was created, it 
was supposed to be self-sup- 
porting, existing completely on 
‘court-generated revenues 
which were projected at $9.9 
million. 

So far, though, it was noted, 
the system has fallen short of 
that projection by $3.7 million, 
thus preventing the court from 
spending more than $6.2 mil- 

on.

“Green said in ‘very essen- 
tial criminal matters’ jury 
trials may be held to meet the 
constitutional requirenfents ofa 
speedy trial by jury. Green 
said if a speedy trial cannot 
be afforded a defendant, thede- 
fendant must be set free with- 
out a trial and cannot later be 
brought before the courts on 
the same charge. 

“Green said the circuit and 
district court judges, clerks and 
other officers of the court have 
agreed to maintain their offices 
as long as possible even though 
there is no guarantee they will 
be paid. He said each officer 
will attempt to continue per- 
forming the duties of his office 
until financial hardship forces 
the offices to close or until the 
state solves the financial prob- 
lem. 

‘‘Green said legislation has 
been introduced in the legisla- 
ture by Representative Joel 
Folmar to provide necessary 
funds.’’

CLIPPER contacted Circuit 
Judge Terry Butts, Circuit 
Clerk Jim Ellis and Coffee 
County Sheriff Neil Grantham, 
to find out how the order from 
Chief Justice Torbert affected 
their offices. 

Following are their state- 
ments: 


JUDGE BUTTS --- 

“‘When contacted last Friday 
by the Elba Clipper concerning 
the financial crisis of the Ala- 
bama courts, Circuit Judge 
Terry Butts had this to say: 

“Effective June 1, 1977, the 
Salaries of Circuit Court 
Clerks, jurors, witnesses, 
court reporters, Circuit judges 
and District Court Judges in 


the State of Alabama stopped. 
This is due to the fact that 
the legislature wrote into the 
budget a provision which limits 
the court expenses to monies 
produced by the courts under 
Act 1205; however, revenue for 
the first three and one-half 
months of 1977 produced by the 
courts is short of that projected. 
At the close of business on May 
16, the State General Fund 
reflected a collection from the 
courts of $2,165,000. At this 
rate only about $4 million dol- 


lars will be produced by the 
trial courts, and since the 
appropriation is some 


$9,875,000, that means an 
approximate deficit of some 
$3,675,000. Thus the budget 
office advised last week that 
until revenues equal expendi- 
tures, no further money could 
be spent by the courts of Ala- 
bama. 

“Regardless of the accusa- 
tions attempting to place blame 
(whether or not anyone is to 
be or should be blamed) the 
point is simply this: Are the 
executive and legislative bran- 
ches in Montgomery going to 
resolve the problem or allow 
it to become a political issue? 
The courts are in the business 
of providing services, being 
constitutional offices set up to 
resolve disputes, a place where 
the people can seek redress 
of grievances among other 
functions. This provision con- 
cerning expenditures has never 
been a problem before simply 
because no one has ever ex- 
pected or should expect a 
court system to be a revenue 
producing business any more 


than the Highway Department 
or similar such offices. Fur- 
ther, this business of obligat- 
ing courts to produce revenue 
has already been decided in a 
similar situation. The Justice 
of the- Peace courts were 's- 
clared unconstitutional a sew 
years ago because among other 
things, they were dependent on 
the production of revenue for 
their existence. If the day 
ever comes when all wedemand 
from a court system is coll- 
ection of revenue from the peo- 
ple of Alabama, then we may 
as well install computers and 
let the computers decide how 
much and to whom each person 
is to pay. 

“Another real problem the 
financial crisis creates in- 
volves criminal cases. Under 
the Constitution of the United 
States, and by interpretation 
of the Supreme Court, a per- 
son charged with a crime is 
entitled toa speedy JURY 
trial. As the situation now 
exists in the legislature, the 
courts cannot have jury trials 
because there is no money to 
pay jurors; so, if something is 
not done, then it is entirely 
possible that, under the law, 
criminals are going to walk 
free simply because of the 
failure to provide them their 
constitutional right to a speedy 
trial by JURY. If this occurs, 
they cannot, under the law, be 
tried again. 


“Even though there is no 
money to pay salaries ortravel, 
no money for postage or sup- 
plies, no money for jurors or 
witnesses’ fees, Circuit Clerk

Jim Ellis, District Judge Gary 
McAliley, Circuit Judge Riley 
Green and I have pledged to 
remain open and perform our 
official constitutional duties so 
long as it remains possible and 
we are allowed todo so. Atthe 
present time, the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court has 
ordered us to have neither jury 
trials nor expend any funds 
normally spent in the operation 
of the courts. However, weare 
all proceeding with non-jury 
trials and all other matters ex- 
cept jury trials. 


‘It appears that, while the 
financial crisis is real, unless 
the problem is resolved soon, 
it will become a political issue. 
It seems that, at the present 
time, nothing is going to be 
accomplished in Montgomery, 
and another special session of 
the legislature will probably 
be called at a tremendous ex- 
pense, simply for the purpose 


of using the financial crisis 
in the courts as leaverage to 
pass perhaps a corporation 
tax package as well as a util- 
ity package. Somehow you just 
cannot remove the politics from 
the situation, and as always the 
people at the local level are 
the ones to suffer.’’ 


SHERIFF NEIL GRANTHAM-- 


“Our department isn’t in a 
real bind at the present time. 
We're more fortunate than most 
counties, in that we don’t have 


any serious felony cases await- 


ing trial. 

“The most we’re likely to 
feel right now is a cut in the 
operation of the Sheriff’s Office, 
until there’s more money for 
the jury to operate. 


“‘We do have a backlog of 
civil cases, but those do not 
have to go to court any time 
soon. 


“Now, if we were to have 
a serious crime, such as rape, 
murder, etc., I feel sure that 
the money would be forthcom- 
ing to pay the jury and hold 
court. 

“‘T expect this lack of funds 
to be resolved soon.’’

cleaning a coffeemaker is to 
fill its water reservoir with 
a solution of half vinegar (reg- 
ular household white vinegar) 
and half tap water. Let the 
solution stand for about 15 
minutes. Then brew it through 
one complete cycle. Save the 
solution for further cleaning -- 
it can be used three or four 
times. The directions which 
came with my coffeemaker said 
use all vinegar. This works 
for me. 

Finally, rinse all parts of 
the unit, gently turning it up- 
side down to remove the last 
trace of solution. Run fresh 
cold water twice through the 
coffeemaker.

WHO'LL STOP THE RAIN? 

The first Sunday evening in 
last April will long be remem- 
bered by the residents of sev- 
eral states in the Appalachian 
highlands as the beginning of 
the ‘‘big flood.’’ 

Weather reports for several 
days had predicted heavy rains 
but no one was prepared forthe 
deluge that hit the mountains. 

A light rain with occasions! 
thundershowers on Sunday sieht 
developed into a steady, 'wi\y 
downfall and by early Monday 
morning swelling streams and 
tributaries rushed toward the 
lowlands. 

At noon I left for home and 
by that time, the water had al- 
ready begun to overflow onto 
roads. Businesses in nearby 
Pineville and Middlesboro, Ky. 
tried to prepare for a flood and 
many employees were sent 
home. 

Late Monday afternoon 
brought one ofthe largest floods 
in Middlesboro’s history, and 
by nightfall, Pineville was under 
almost 15 feet of water. Te 
small town was paralyzed. 
Electricity was out and the 
phone service was soon halted. 

Late Monday evening, the 
rushing water lapped over the 
concrete floodwall forcing the 
evacuation of an estimated 
1,000 of the city’s 3,000 resi- 
dents to higher ground. 

The local Rescue Squad, Sal- 
vation Army, and other persons 
and organizations began man- 
euvers to relieve the trapped 
residents. A food-chain pro- 
vided hot meals for the work- 
ers and a kitchen was set up 
near Pineville to feed the 
evacuees. 

Reports from Harlan, Bax- 
ter, Williamsburg, Pikeville, 
Paintsville, Clay City, and 
other Kentucky mountain towns 

poured in. East and middle 
Tennessee was also hit by 
heavy rains. Portions of 


Virginia, West Virginia, Ohio, 
Indiana, Missouri, Alabama, 
and Mississippi were also 
stricken. 

Many families were still 
recovering from a severe win- 
ter when the record-breaking 
spring rains further compli- 
cated their efforts. And few 
of them could find anything to 
smile about. Water systems 
in the flooded towns, including 
Harrogate, Tenn., reported 
problems and water to many 
areas had to be transported by 
helicopters. 

Since the rain and rising 
waters forced most people to 
seek dry shelter, I spent the 
time working at home. I list- 
ened to reports over the radio 
and happened to notice the 
irony of the songs played. I 
suppose the rainfall made me 
more aware of the words to 
the songs like: ‘‘Who'll Stop 
The Rain,’’ ‘‘High Swimmer,’ 
‘Listen to the Rhythm of the 
Falling Rain,’’ ‘‘Bridge Over 
Troubled Waters,’’ ‘‘I Hear 
Laughter in the Rain,’’ ‘‘Mis- 
sissippi Moon,”’ ‘‘Crazy Water,” 
and ‘‘Walk on Water.”’ 

“The weather has always been 
a favorite topic of conversation, 
and no doubt the floods of 977 
will be discussed for genera- 
tions.

Mr. Ron Morris, of the 
Home Life Insurance Company, 
discussed the county’s health in- 
surance policy with the com- 
mission, and told the members 
the county paid $74,000 in pre- 
miums last year and received 
$56,000 back in benefits. 

Morris told the commis- 
sioners that his company would 
not raise the insurance rates 
during the upcoming year, and 
requested the commission con- 
tinue to insure county em- 
ployees with his company. 

The commission will in- 
vite other insurance agencies 
to bid on the new county po- 
licy which will take effect on 
July 1, and will hear their pro- 
posals at a meeting on Tues- 
day, June 21, at the courthouse 
in Elba. 

Ms. Peggy James, of the 
H.R.D.C. office asked the com- 
mission to select the represen- 
tatives to serve on their Board 
of Directors. The county has 
three seats on the board, one 
of which is filled by the Pro- 
bate Judge. Ms. James asked 
the commission to set up a 
rotating program so every 
community in the county could 
be represented. 

The commission decided 
the two remaining seats would 
be filled on a yearly rotating 
basis by Enterprise and Kin- 
ston, and then Elba and New 
Brockton. Enterprise and Kin- 
ston will serve for the upcoming 
year. 

Mr. George Bradley addres- 
sed the commission and re- 
quested the county do work on 
a road near his residence. 
Bradley reported that the dit- 
ches needed cleaning out and the 
roadway needed scraping. 
Judge Sawyer instructed Com- 
missioners Bennie Beck- 
ham and Max Reeves to check 
into the problems. 

Mr. J. C. Mack asked the 
commission to do work on a 
side road erry off the 
Goodman Road, Mack reanested 
'that Ta oat = done while 
county machinery is working 
on the Goodman Road. The 
commission promised to work 
on the road in the fall. 

A group of letters was 
read to the commissioners. 
They included: 

***A letter from the South East 
Alabama Regional Planners and 
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Developers requesting approval 
or disapproval of new buildings 
to be constructed in Enterprise. 
Both buildings are apartment 
houses for the elderly, and both 
complexes will house 32 apart- 


ments, . The commission ap- 
proved the construction of the 


buildings. 

**A letter from Sen. Jim 
Allen informing the commis- 
sion of the timetable to be used 
in seeking additional public 
works funds. The initial public 
works program has ended, and 
the timetable read to the com- 
mission is for the second phase 
of the program. 

***A proposal from E.S.M.A.C. 
to install new drains at the 
Health Office at a cost of $825. 
The proposal stated the old 
drains are clogged beyond re- 
pair. 

***A letter from the Coffee 
County Arts Alliance thanking 
the commission for the use of 
the Farm Center during a re- 
cent art show. 

Judge Sawyer read a re- 
port on the maintenance needed 
at the Farm Center each year. 
The commission discussed the 
report, then voted to retain 
the services of Ed Tucker to 
provide preventive mainten- 
ance at the Farm Center at a 
cost of $1492. 

Tax Assessor, Fred Donald- 
son, asked for and received 
permission to purchase two cal- 
culators to be used in finishing 
work on the tax appraisals. 
Donaldson told the commission 
he was working 14 hours a day, 
6 days a week onthe appraisals. 

Engineer Leslie Mullins 
presented a contract for the 
commission to concur with, 
and award to McGee and Mer- 
ill Construction Company for 
work on the Airport Road. Mul- 
lins told the commission the 
county must send a check for 
$38,000 to cover the county’s 
share of the project. 

Mullins added that work 
needed to be done on the Rowe 
Bridge, and reported a new 
bridge to replace Cole’s Br- 
idge would cost $550,000. 

In closing, Mullins said, 
‘‘We’re talking about $750,000 
we are going to need for jobs 
now being considered in the 


county. We must look into 
Federal funding.’’

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday afternoon 
with Chairman Charles Hayes 
Ill, board members Robert 
Folsom, Cleo Hawkins and Mike 
Russell present. Absent was 
Oscar Vaughan, Jr. 

The Board heard a request 
from Rev. Prior of the Shiloh 
(McCall's Store) area request- 
ing Elba furnish water to the 
residents in that community, 
just outside the Elba city 
limits. He noted that he had 
names of 85 families willing to 
use Elba water ‘‘and we can 
get more if you need them.”’

Most of the 30,000 Ameri- 
cans who develop cancer of the 
bladder each year can be suc- 
cessfully treated by minor 
surgery or drugs--provided the 
disease is detected early In 
fact, 68% of the patients whose 
tumors are localized (have not 
spread) at the time of treat- 
ment are alive and well five 
years later. 

Cancer of the bladder, one 
the rare types of cancer, oc- 
curs most frequently in persons 
between 50 and 70 years 
of age. Among this group, 
four of every five patients are 
men 

The most common first 
Symptom of bladder cancer is 
bloody urine. It usually appears 
suddenly and without pain. De- 
pending on the amount of blood 
present, the color of the urine 
can vary from a smoky or rus- 
ty hue to deep red.

ple who have spent time 
in parts of the world infested 
with schistosomiasis, a para- 
sitic infection that irritates the 
bladder, or people with his- 
tories of benign bladder tumors 
or persistent unexplained 
symptoms. 

Dye chemical workers have 
been a high-risk group for blad- 
der cancer since it was dis- 
covered in the 1930's that the 
compound _betanaphthylamine 
used in the dye manufacturing 
process was a cancer-causing 
agent. Many industries have 
now taken measures to pro- 
tect workers as much as pos- 
sible from exposure to betan- 
aphythylamine and other a- 
romatic amines, and the fre- 
quency of bladder cancer among 
these workers has been reduced 

There are so many dif- 
ferent types and stages of blad- 
der cancer that therapy may 
vary widely among individ- 
ual patients. Multiple tumors 
are best treated by surgical 
removal of the surrounding tis- 
sue as well as the tumor it- 
self. When the tumor is large 
or has already invaded much 
uormal tissue, a cystectomy- 
total removal of the bladder- 
is performed. 

The development of super- 
voltage radiation in the past 
two decades has made easier 
the radiotherapy of deep seated

OTHER CROPS

for $7.00 a bushel or above this 
fall. Even 20 bushels per acre 
will help regain some of the 
losses from corn. 

In most cases additional fer- 
tilizer will not be needed. Some 
growers with beef cattle may 
want to turn cattle in on the 
corn. If good rains come in 
July, a lot of grass _ should 
come in. This will allow the 
permanent pastures to recup- 
erate. 


COMMERCIAL VEGETABLES 
Coffee County has an oppor- 
tunity to expand commercial 
vegetable production. Perry 
Smith, our vegetable production 
specialist at Auburn, told me 
recently that several national 
companies are surveying the 
Wiregrass with the possibility 
of getting some additional 
vegetables grown in 1978. 

Of all crops, I believe veg- 
etables will certainly need irri- 
gation. However, we are get- 
ting to the point where many 
of our people are learning to 
use irrigation.

WEATHER 

We are locked in a severe 
and. devastating drought. This 
is particularly true for corn, 
pasiures, gardens, truck crops 
and lawns. I cannot remember 
an April, May and June in suc- 
cession which have had so little 
rainfall. I am amazed that 
peanuts are holding up as well 
as they are. 

Several people have asked 
me about the time that peanuts 
need to get adequate rainfall. 
Dallas Hartzog, peanut spec- 
ialist, says the mid-bloom 
stage which will normally occur 
the last of June or first of July 
is the critical time. Once 
peanuts get the initial rain any- 
where from mid-June until the 
first of July, peanuts need a 
steady supply of moisture thr- 
Oughout the following 60 days. 
For example, a good rain the 
20th of June would start them 
to pegging down and making. If 
we did not get additional rain 
for a three-week period, the 
peanuts would stop pegging. As 
a result, they would not put on 
additional pegs until another 
rain came. Thisis undesirable. 
You would have two or three 
crops of peanuts, and this 
makes them difficult to harvest 
and make maximum yields. 


FORECAST 

Dr. Sterling Taylor, agri- 
cultural meterologist, had this 
to say Friday afternoon: ‘‘High 
pressure areas over Georgia, 
Tennessee and South Carolina 
coupled with a high pressure 
system in the Gulf are keep- 
ing south Alabama from getting 
any rain. The high pressures 
have moved eastward during 
this weekend, and northern 
Alabama may get a few sho- 
wersS but none are expected 
down here.’”’ 

Taylor continued, ‘Thenext 
best chance for rain is about 
Wednesday. A low pressure 
center is forming in Arkansas 
which might bring some sho- 
wers to south Alabama.’’ 

I asked Taylor about why we 
don’t have some low pressures 
in the Gulf as we usually do. 
He said, ‘‘The low pressures 
have been over Mexico for a 
long time. This is too faraway 
to affect our weather any.’’

For the first time in three weeks there is nota softball 
tournament going on in Elba.

A LOOK INTO THE RECREATION DEPARTMENT 

Last week I wrote ‘‘I'd like to know where all the money 
that is earmarked for recreation is going I can't believe 
it is all being used for recreation!” —— 

Well, last Thursday, City Clerk Jack Prescott invited me 
to come to City Hall and take a look at the books so I could 
find out where the money is going. Here is what I found. 

The only money that is ‘‘earmarked for recreation isa 
2¢ tax on every pack of cigarettes sold in Elba. That means 
for the Recreation Department to receive $200 in funds, there 
must be 10,000 packs of cigarettes sold. 

Whatever money is made at the Recreation Center also goes 
to recreation. This money is made at the concession stand, 
and at the pinball machines. : 

I asked to see the records for the month of May, and was 
surprised to find the City had transferred $3,000 to the Rec- 
reation Department from the General Fund to cover expenses. 

The total income which went to the Recreation Depart- 
ment in May was $1272. Of this, $300 came from profits at 
the Recreation Center, and $972 (which comes to almost 
50,000 packs of cigarettes) came from the 2¢ cigarette tax 

Total bills for the month of May charged to the Recreation 
Department came to $3321 81. This figure includes the recent 
repairs on the city pools and other smaller items 

When you subtract the income from the expenses, you dis- 
cover in a hurry that the Recreation Department can't possibly 
pay its own bills. So, additional money is transferred! 

1 requested, and received, a detailed list of items pur- 
chased for the baseball programs. The Citv bought 135 caps. 
9 catcher’s masks, 9 chest protectors, 3 catcher's mitts, 3 pairs 
of shin guards, 45 Dixie Youth uniforms, 27 batting helmets, 
3 sets of bases, 3 home plates, 12 dozen Dixie Youth baseballs, 
12 dozen Babe Ruth baseballs, 6 Dixie Youth bats, 6 Babe Ruth 
bats, 4 umpire’s indicators and 4 dozen scorebooks. 

The City also purchased 12 dozen softballs to be used by 
the Men's Softball League. 

_After taking a look at the income that goes to the Recreation 
Department, I guess I'll have to admit I was wrong in my 
thinking that recreation money was going elsewhere. 

Perhaps the thing for the City to do is to look into Federal 
and State funding to help the Recreation Department. It 
couldn't hurt! 


DOES ELBA NEED A FULL-TIME DIRECTOR? 

I’ve been asked many times if I think Elba needs a full- 
time recreation director. Well, the answer is in two parts! 
Yes, the City needs a full-time director, ‘‘if’’ he can keep a 
full-time recreation program going for 12months a year! 

When the City hired a full-time director, I sat in on the 
interviews, and one of the questions asked was ‘‘Can you gene- 
rate enough programs during the non-summer months to help 
pay the salary ofa full-time director?’’ All the applicants 
answered ‘‘Yes.”’ 

Okay, let’s go back to the records. From October of 1976 
to March of 1977 the money made at the Recreation Center 
totaled $1737.54. This total covers all the money that came 
in from programs generated during the ‘‘non-summer”’ 
months. The Recreation Director gets a salary of $630 a 
month. Multiply this times 6 months and we find the dir- 
ector made $3780 during the ‘‘non-summer’’ months of Oct- 
ober to March. Subtract the money made from his salary and 
you find the City lost $2,042.46 by having a full-time director 
during the 6 months I checked into. 

I am not suggesting that the City doesn’t need a full-time 
‘recreation director. I'm simply trying to show that more 
programs are needed during the ‘‘non-summer"’ months! 

These programs could include Little League football, Junior 
Pro basketball, an ‘‘organized’’ men’s basketball league, plus 
many other possible programs. 

I am no expert on what should be done to bring in more 
money, but I think the time has come to either ‘‘have a full- 
time recreation program’’ or ‘‘not have a full-time recreation 
director.’’ The two should go together!

Zoning Board 
Approves Two 
Change Requests 


The Planning and Zoning 


Board met last Thursday aft- 
ernoon to consider requests for 
rezoning of two separate par 
cels of residentially zoned 
property. The Board 
recommended approval of both 
to the city council Public 
hearings will be held on the 
change mn July 19, accord- 
ing to | notices being pub-

The first request was by 
Mrs. Sue Bogen, requesting 
that property owned by her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Young, be rezoned from R-1 
to R-2.

She presented a petition 
Signed by a majority of the 
area residents giving their OK 
to the change. About 35 peo- 
ple signed the petition. Mrs 
Bogen told the Board that there 
were already eight mobile 
homes parked in the area. 


The second request was by 
Mr. Mac Champion requesting 
that twelve acres of his prop- 
erly be rezoned from R-1 to 
B-2. This would allow him to 
sell some of the property to 
a firm desiring to develop a 
shopping center, Champion 
stated. 

The property is located on 
the west side of the Elba- 
Brantley Highway, and is part 
of the land Champion recently 
purchased from the DeVane

Council Approves Pay Raises For Employees 


The Elba City Council meet- 
ing Tuesday night lasted until 
after eleven o'clock with the 
majority of the time being spent 
discussing pay raises for city 
employees. The only other item 
absorbing any excessive time 
was a parking problem pre- 
sented by Tommy Thomason. 


The first item discussed by 
the Council was a request by 
L. S. Rainer, Jr., for an ease- 
ment along Buford Street ad- 
joining the present Peoples 
Bank parking lot. Rainer told 
the Council his bank was plan- 
ning to construct a drive-in 
banking facility on the lot and 
needed some ‘additional space 
to prevent loss of parking spa- 
ces. Rainer noted that the 
easement he was proposing was 
similar to one granted the Elba 
Exchange Bank across the 
street several years ago. It 
provides for canceling the 
eaSement upon giving 90 days 
written notice. 

Mr. Rainer stated that the 
bank would reimburse the city 
for any cost in re-locating the 
sidewalk. 


Tommy Thomason re- 
quested that he be allowed to 
continue using the two park- 
ing spaces in front of his 
Store just as he has druing 
the past eighteen years. 
Thomason said he was glad 
to see the parking meters but 
that this was the first time he 
had ever gotten parking tickets 
for parking his company truck 
in the loading zone in front of 
his store. Thomason stated 
that he was in and out of the 
store all day long, and never 
knew how long he would be 
stopped at any time. He noted 
that there was no alley for him 
to use, and that the only side 
door had been blocked by the 
Folsom Estate. This brought 
on a heated discussion with 
Mayer Folsom, in which 
Thomason stated that Folsom 
had.squeezed him out in the 
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back and ‘‘now you have got 
it in your butt head to 
Squeeze me out in front.’’ 

Councilman Jimmy Wise 
made a motion to leave that 
loading zone as before, and 
it was seconded by Council- 
man Mike Russell. Council- 
man Cleo Hawkins stated that 
if that privilege was given to 
one, it should be given to all 
in the same situation. Coun- 
cilman Wayland Sharpless sug- 
gested the decision be tabled 
until the next meeting, thus 
allowing each councilman to 
look the situation over per- 
sonally. This was seconded 
by Councilman Dud English, 
and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Skipper, owner of City 
Barber Shop, was recognized 
and said he wanted to goon rec- 
ord as favoring the parking. 
meters. ‘‘I am doing better 
business since they are in.”’ 
Mayor Folsom commented that 
he knew of no move to take 
them out, and Skipper added 
that he just wanted his opinion 
known. 


Skip Rainer, representing 
the city-appointed recreation 
board, recommended that the 
Council approve a dance at 
the rec center. The Council 
approved the recommendation 
and left it to the recreation 
director to work out the time 
and other details. 

The Council was informed 
that city mechanic Bill Hodge 
had resigned to accept another 
position. His resignation is 
effective as of Friday. 


The annual review of salar- 
ies was undertaken by the Coun- 
cil, and at first it seemed 
hopeless as three or four dif- 
ferent schedules were pre- 
sented to the body. Concern for

Kinston Council Discusses Possible 
City Sales Tax 


The Kinston City Council 
met on Tuesday night, June 21, 
at City Hall, and aftera 
lengthy discussion with several 
merchants voted unanimously 
to discontinue further discus- 
sion on the possibility of raising 
the city’s sales tax by one cent 
(from 5¢ to 6¢). 

The meeting began at 
7:30 p.m. with all members 
present except Councilman 
Harold Rhodes (who arrived 
midway thru the meeting). Af- 
ter Councilman Dewey Adams 
led the gathering in prayer, City 
Clerk Peggy Cain read the min- 
utes of the previous meeting. 
The minutes were adopted as 
read 

The meeting’s first order 
of business was to discuss the 
proposed levying off an addi- 
tional one cent to the city’s 
Sales tax. A delegation of the 
city’s merchants were at the 
meeting to discuss their views, 
and the delegation included Mr. 
Raymond Dean, Mr.J E. Mitch- 


ell, Mr. Fred Free, and Mr.

Mr. Free was the first mer- 
chant to speak up, and said, 
“I'm not for the tax person- 


ally. If you raise the tax by 
one cent now, in a year or two 
when you need more money, 
you'll do it again.”’ 


Mr. Mitchell stated, ‘'I 
feel that the additional tax would 
put a burden on citizens with 
a fixed income.”’ 

Councilman Mickey Weeks 
said, ‘‘I just can’t see raising 
the taxes. I can’t see how it 
would benefit the citizens of 
Kinston."’ 

Councilman Dewey Adams 
also spoke out against the pro- 
posal, saying, ‘‘I’m against 
it. There are too many people 
here that live on a fixed in- 
come (Social Security and Wel- 
fare). I would guess that be- 
tween 60-70% of the people 
here have a fixed income.’’ 

Councilwoman Sara Bowden 
stated, ‘‘We are making ends 
meet, but I suggested the ex- 
tra one cent tax because every- 
body wants something done, 


but we can’t afford to do it.’’ 


Mr. Courson raised the 
question of alternative methods 
of raising funds, and suggested 
enforcing the requirements for 
various people to purchase 
building permits and city li-: 
censes. Ab 

“Contractors and builders 
who do work in town should 
have to buy a license,’’ said 
Courson. ‘‘Another method 
could be what was mentioned 
earlier--raise the charge of 
using water meters. I feel 
if you use these sources, it 
will do more to raise funds 
than the extra one cent sales 
tax.’’ 

Councilman Houston Mar- 


tin said, ‘‘The best solution 


is to cut expenses. One ex- 
pense we could cut out is the 
cost of using the cookie ma- 
chine here in City Hall ($150 
expense for last eight months). 

Councilman Weeks made a 
motion to discontinue further 
discussion on the possibility 
of raising the city’s sales tax 
by one cent, and the motion 
carried unanimously. ; 

Following the vote, Mayor 
Steve Hunko said, ‘‘It's time 
we go back and review the 
city’s policy on licenses and 
permits. However, it is my 
Opinion that the town is not 
Supposed to run at a profit. 
Over the past eight months, 
the city made a profit of ap- 
proximately $33. Thisis good, 
the town should run itself. 

_ Mayor Hunko tothe coun- 
cil that Mr. Foy Anderson had 
requested the city install a 
3/4-inch water pipe under the 
roadway to his property. 

Weeks spoke-up Saying, 
“Tere is no sense in spending 
mdney when there is already 
water provided (thru a 1/2-inch 
pipe). If he didn’t have water, 
it would be our job to install 
pipe and provide him with wa- 
ter.”’ 

The council voted unanimous- 
ly on a'motion by Councilman 
Adams to inform Mr. Anderson 
that if he will- pay the expense 
of installing new pipe, it will 
be done. If not, the pipe will 
be left as is. 

In final action, the council 
.***agreed to sell a gas heater 
that was originally used in city 
hall to the person making the 
best offer; 

***agreed for City Clerk Peg- 
gy Cain to take a one week 
vacation while the youth em- 
ployed for the summer arestill 
working.
